Sr. 

He horrid villanous Confpiracie of the SeRarics 

and Republicans inEngland, is now become the diſ- 
courſe of other Countrys, and our Flewiſb Bretheren of 
of the ſame Leven, do outwardly ſhew their deteſtation 
of ſuch Barbarous Principles, with a ſeeming grief, that 
Men profeſſing themſelves the moſt reformed. in Religi- 
on and Manners, ſhould own and juſtifie, ſuch aftions as 
would make an Fnf:del or an Heathen bluſh co be ſuſpeR- 
ed guilty of. 

But wheol call to mind ſome miſcariages 'of the ame 
Party in times paſt, and their diſpoſitions that attended 
ſuch miſcariages ( though never ſo villanous ) I always 
oblerved their grief rather to proceed from the diſapoint« 
ment, than the leaſt remorſe for the Breach of thoſe Fen- 
ces that principally ſtcure humage ſociety.

with the Senate h_ for removing ſeveral Englifh 
Merchants with their E ffeQts from Hambourgh thither; & 
endeayors to perſwade thoſeSrates that his Intreſt with the 
godly ſober Party in England ( as he ſtiles them ) in ſuf- 
ficient to prevail, with the chict Heads of the Faction there 
to follow the example of their Hymbonrgb Brethren:& by 
thoſe means in _a ſhort time, to make Bremen, eompare 
with any City of this part 'of the World, in pointof 
Trade, Strength, and Riches, But when I conſider, that 
almoſt every week in this place, produces freſh Faces of 
the ſame Party from England, and that many of them 
make g+ Ufir byJnels ro become free Bowwgbers of this 
City. + am apt to believe the Party give litle heed to \ 
ſeeming pleaſant charms of the litleConurer of Bremen, 
rather Jook upon the Air of Amſterdam, to be the more 
{weet, pleaſant, healthful and (ſafer place of the two;Beſides 
the infallable conveniency,of being certain to find anyRe- 
ligion here that might be loſt on a journey hicher, which is 
a neceſſary ſatisfaion to any man that makes a Trade of 
it, of which thoſe that are lately Arrived from England 
upon that agcount,and that ſeem to be of the chieteſt note?

illiam Lew: ( ſaid to be an Evidence by his Trade ) endeavored 
to be admitted with thoſe that were to have a freedom here, his 
Petetion was rejeRed, there being no want of his profeſſion in this 
place, after which I was told he is Herded amongſt the Jews: hav. 
ing ſuffered himſelf ro be Circumciſed, and quite Abandons that 
company he came over with. 

It is likewiſe {aid here that the Lord Grey, Sr. Tho. Armſtrong, 
and Ay{:ff, who are fled from Juſtice in England, are at Cleves,aCity 
belonging to the Duke of Brandenburgh; And the weather begin- 
ing to break more of the ſaidParty are daily expetted fromEngland, 
Of which as often as any of them are admitted to our Freedom, I 
ſhall not forget togive you a particular, or of any other matter 
that may be worthy of your note. In the mean time be pleaſed to 
giveme leave to Subſcribe my elf.
